The defense also pro­ 
mises to introduce several club wo­ 
men to support the girl’s testimony, j 
The state expects to introduce tes­ 
timony through Dr. Krone to sup­ 
port its contention that the whole 
horrible story told by Miss Gingles 
in which she charged Miss Agnes 
BarretteA-JVIrs. Cecelia Kenyon and 
unknown men with terrible crimes 
against her, is a figment of the girl s 
imagination. 
Short indicated 
his 
line of testimony just before 
ad­ 
journm ent yesterday when he ques­ 
tioned Miss Gingles closely regard­ 
ing “erotic literature,’’ he 
alleged 
she had read. 
Miss Gingles alleged 
th at her abusers had used a knife 
to render impossible proof of her 
virtue, showing a wonderful knowl­ 
edge of medical 
physiology, 
and 
Short says he expects to attack the 
girl’s story on the ground that she 
is a monomaniac on the subject to 
which she has 
referred in her tes­ 
timony and that she may have fram ­ 
ed her story after reading the “ero­ 
tic classics” of Geo. Reynolds

Miss Gingles was found hound and 
gagged. 
She declared she saw Miss Gin­ 
gles partly clothed in a room of th* 
hotel and she was apparently de­ 
lirious. 
W itness said the girl wa.a 
waving her hands about and crying 
out: “Oh. Miss Barrette, please don’t 
kill me. Don’t give me any more of 
th at stuff to drink. TMI do what you 
want but don’t make me drink any 
more of th at.” 
Witness also declared 
the 
girl 
was bleeding from many cuts on her 
wrists, arms and legs and th at there 
were pieces of ropes and cordage In 
th* room. This testimony was intro* 
duoed in corroboration of that of 
Miss Gingles regarding the alleged 
attack in the bath room. 
Never Saw Books 
The prosecutor also led up to the 
introduction of the “erotic litera­ 
ture,” to which he referred earlier 
in the day by asking the witness if 
she ever saw any “ little red and yel­ 
low hooks” hidden in Miss Gingles’ 
trunk.
